70 BUILD UP NAVY 


AIR DEFENSE GOES

Other Measures _Authoriz- 
ing $909,000,000 for Ex- 
panding Ship and Ord- 
nance Works Approved 
by Committee. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27 (AP).— 
The Senate passed unanimously and 
sent to the White House today leg- 
isiation authorizing a $300,000,000 
expenditure for modernizing the 
fieet’s air defense. 

The chamber acted within an 
hour after the Senate Naval Com- 
mittee had approved the legisla- 


tion 
The Senate also passed and sent 


to the White House today legislation 
authorizing an increase of 495 mid- 
shipmen in the United States Naval 
Academy's enrollment. Under the 
proposal each member of Congress 
will be given the right to have five 
instead of four appointees in the 
academy. 

The number of appointees which 
the President is authorized to make 
annually would be increased from 
15 to 25 and appointments each 
year by the Secretary of Navy 
would be increased from 50 to 100. 

Chairman Walsh of the naval 
committee said he would call* up 

later authorizations totaling $909,- 
000,000 for expanding navy ship- 
building and ordnance works and 
building 400 small naval craft, 
which also had been approved by 
the committee earlier in the day. 

Testimony on Need for Ships. 

The Senate committee acted on 
the House-approved legislation aft- 
er hearing testimony that lessons 
learned from the European war 
had showed the work was neces- 
Sary. 

Most of the new vessels are ex- 
pected to be built this year. They 
include patrol boats, local defense 
craft, escort, salvage and towing 
Ships, accounting for $400,000,000 
of the program. 

In response to a question from 
Chairman Walsh, Rear Admiral 8S. 
M. Robinson, chief of the bureau 
of ships, said that 36 of them 
would be suitable for convoying 
ships to Europe. 

Bill to Bar Picture-Taking. 

In the House, Chairman Vinson 
(Dem.), Georgia, of the Naval Com- 
mittee, introduced legislation to 
forbid outsiders to take pictures or 
make sketches of any place or 
equipment used for national de- 
fense purposes. 

The maximum penalty would be 
one year imprisonment and a fine 
of $1000. The bill would allow the 
Secretary of the Navy to permit 
photographs to be taken when in 
his opinion the interests of national 
defense would not be affected ad- 
versely. 

President Roosevelt, meanwhile, 
asked Congress to authorize the 
Maritime Commission immediately 
to contract for $65,000,000 in addi- 
tional expenditures to enable it to 
complete by July 1 of this year its 
regular program for construction 
of 200 vessels. 

The additional funds, the Presi- 
dent said in a letter to Speaker 
Rayburn, would supplement the 

$495,000,000 the commigsion previ- 
ously had been authorized to, spend. 

As of Jan. 20, he said, contracts 
had been let for 180 of the vessels

The Iron Guardist Propaganda 
Minister, whose department was 
held responsible for Guardist pap- 
ers’ refusal to publish Antonescu’s 
pleas for support last week, was 
removed from office.

Croinic, who was eliminated from 
that post when the Iron Guard 
came to power last Sept. 5 on King 
Carol's abdication. 

Funeral for Army Men. 

In the battle-scarred public square 
where revolts flared last week, a 
funeral was held today for 17 army 
men who fell in the fighting. Thou- 
sands stood bare-headed despite a 
blizzard. 

Under cover of the storm, al- 
leged Iron Guard terrorists came 
out of hiding and were being 
picked up one by one by bayonet- 
armed soldiers. 

Except for an —— shot 
fired in the air to stop pedestrians 
who were out after the 10 p. m. 
curfew, the Rumanian capital was 
calm last night and this morning. 

Troops were reported to have 
also regained control in the prov- 
inces. Travelers said that, while the 
Iron Guard took complete control 
of many towns for several days, 
the army soon moved in to force 
their surrender, in some cases 
without firing a shot. 

Some Leaders Executed. 

Viee Premier Horia Sima, chief 
of the Iron Guard and' accused 
leader of last week’s revolt, is un- 
der arrest, having been captured 
in a sleeping car while attempting 
to flee, official circles said.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27 (AP).— 
A resolution requesting President 
Roosevelt to call on “all belligerent 
nations” for a statement of their 
war aims, the conditions on which 
they would agree to peace and dis- 
closure of any “secret treaties for 
diversion of territorial spoils” was 
offered in the Senate today. The 
resolution was presented by Sen- 
ator Nye (Rep.), North Dakota, on

\Wheeler (Dem.), Montana. 

“Before we go further with this 
gamble of aid to Britain,” Nye as- 
serted, “we ought to have more in- 
formation about the cause we are

James Bush of St. Louis

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27. — The 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion today heard investment deal- 
ers from various parts of the coun- 
try protest against a proposed rule 
requiring competitive bidding in 
floating securities issues of large 
eorporations. - 

The Investment Bankers’ Asso- 
eiation had marshaled members 
representing every region who ap- 
peared to read into the record of 
an informal conference their rea- 
sons for opposing the contemplated 
rule. Virtually the only investment 
firm to favor the ruling, which has 
been under consideration for near- 
ly a year, was Otis & Co. of Cleve- 
jand. ‘ 

In a letter to the SEC that com- 
pany argued the rule would help 
the smaller dealer and would tend 
to eliminatt “super-middlemen,” 
who “serve no useful purpose.” 
This reference was to large bank- 
ing houses which, according to the 
Otis & Co. statement, exact a 
“management fee’ from other bank- 
ers included in securities under- 
writing. 

Morgan Controls Issues. 

The basis of today’s informal 
conference was an SEC report com- 
piled from questionnaires filled out 
by investment dealers. This report 
stresses the dominant role played 
by Morgan, Stanley & Co., an in- 
vestment house set up by the Mor- 
gan interests when the Securities 
Act required separation of banking 
and investment functions. Since its 
founding, the report pointed out, 
Morgan, Stanley & Co., had “man- 
aged” 100 per cent of the regis- 
tered, first-grade manufacturing 
and communication bond issues

Dr. I. Hope Alexander, Health Di- 
rector of Pittsburgh, Pa., was ex- 
pected to arrive during the day on 
a two-day visit for the same pur- 
pose. 

Denton and Cody talked briefly 
with Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann 
and then conferred with Deputy 
Smoke Commissioner James Carter, 
who provided them with data on 
the city’s smoke elimination pro- 


gram, 

Before conferring ‘with Carter, 
they told reporters they hoped to 
introduce an ordinance in Kansas 
City similar to the St. Louis meas- 
ure. They said they 
Kansas City’s smoke problem simi- 
lar to that of St. Louis before 
adoption last July of the anti-smoke 
ordinance, prohibiting use or sale of 
coal with volatile content of more 
than 23 per cent, unless burned 
smokelessly with mechanical equip- 
ment. 

For the most part, coal used in 
Kansas City has a high content of 
matter, they explained. 
Since 1928 Kansas City has had a 
smoke ordinance, they said, but the 
law merely regulates firing meth- 
ods and does not prohibit sale of 
smoky coal. Kansas City is un- 
usually hilly, they pointed out, so 
that smoke settles in depressions. 
The Kansas City officials ex- 
pressed interest, too, in the solid 
fuel permit provisions of the St.

District Court at Trenton, N. J., 
against 12 firms accused by the 
Justice Department’s anti-trust di- 
vision of restraining competition 
unlawfully. The suits ask the 
court to cancel  patent-licens- 
ing agreements which the division 
said made it possible for the cor- 
porations to fix prices, control the 
business of independent manufac- 
turers and restrict production. 

Classifying the General Electric 
Co. as the “dominating company” 
in the incandescent lamp industry 
in the United States, the papers as- 
serted the firm’s annual net profit 
from the manufacture of light bulbs 
was from $16,000,000 to $21,000,000 
from 1935 through 1939. 

Net profit represented 33 to 47 
per cent of the net worth of the 
bulbs, and 64 to 88 per cent of net 
costs, the suits alleged. 

The suits also charged that Gen-

The anti-trust division contended

John M. Tully, chief narcotics in- 
spector here, said Dr. Palmer had 
given 1235 prescriptions to three 
addicts. Dr. Palmer said he did 
not know the Federal law required 
him to secure a permit for dispens- 
ing narcotics. 

He pleaded not guilty when ar- 
raigned before United States Com- 
missioner John A. Burke, but said 
“I guess I violated the law.” He 
was charged in a warrant issued 
today with violation of the Harri- 
son Act and held in de@ault of 
$3000 bail. 

Dr. Palmer said he had given 
one man prescriptions for 20 to 30 
grains a day. He is now in City 
Hospital, the doctor said. The oth- 
er two were women. 

“I gave them the prescriptions 
because I felt sorry for them, and 
because I was afraid they would 
die in my office if I refused,” he 
said. 

Dr. Palmer said he had been a 
practicing physician since 1896, 
when he was graduated from the 
Gross Medical College in Denver.

OROVILLE, Cal. Jan. 27 (AP). 
—Wrecking crews worked today to 
raise a locomotive and baggage car 
from the bed of the Feather River 
where they plunged yesterday 
when the Exposition Flyer of the 
Western Pacific Railroad crashed 
into a landslide.

FISCAL YEAR TOPS SIX BILLION 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27 (AP).— 
Federal expenditures for the cur- 
rent fiscal year passed six billion 
dollars today under the impetus of 
defense expenditures. 

Although the figure of $6,034,- 
999,222 reported by the Treasury 
today was not half of the $13,202,-

Advantages “Obvious.” 

Referring to the “excellent and 
efficient” administation of the 
highway patrol, Pierce said the ad- 
vantages that would re sult from 
placing the administration and op-| 
erations of the State Liquor Con- 
trol Department under a similar 
law “are too obvious to require 
comment.” 

The highway patrol operates on 
a non-partisan basis, with political 
activity by patrol members barred. 
Appointments are drawn equally 
from the Democratic and Repub-| 
lican parties and are made on a 
merit basis, after examinations. 
The patrol superintendent is ap- 
pointed by the Governor, but is 
subject to supervision, as is the 
patrol itself, by the State High- 
way Commission, a _ bi-partisan 
commission. 

Under the present arrangement, 
the Liquor Control Department is 
administered by a supervisor, ap- 
pointed by the Governor; and the 
appointees all are Democrats. The 
Supervisor is C. Roy Noel, who re- 
cently was a target for criticism by 
a St. Louis grand jury for failure 
of the State department to enforce 
the liquor laws in St. Louis. 

Enforcement Difficulit. 

In urging legislation to prevent 
drinking after legal closing hours 
on licensed premises, Pierce said 
much confusion has resulted and 
enforcement was difficult because 
licensed premises were not actually 
required to close at a_ specified 
hour, but, under official interpreta- 
tions, only to stop sales of liquor 
at the closing hours. Under the 
State law, the closing hours are 
midnight on Saturday night and at 
1:30 a. m. on other days of the 
week, except Sunday, when all tav- 
erns must be closed.

Not a Mass Movement. 


' The upheaval is just as drastic 
jp its purposes and just as dislo- 
ating in its effects as the rise 
ef Hitlerism in Germany and Fas- 
dsm in Italy. The chief differ- 
ence (and perhaps the biggest 
weakness) in the Japanese revolu- 
ition is that its driving force comes 
¢ from the people, but from a 
men at the top. A handful of 
tra-nationalists, chauvinists, Nazi- 
fed intellectuals and sincere vision- 
res are attempting, with the 
gmy’s support, to make over com- 
pletely the Japanese nation into 
4 streamlined, totalitarian state. 


Japan has been drifting toward 
ptalitarianism for several years.. 
But it was not until Germany had 
thieved its lightning conquest of 
ance that the reform elements in 
lapan were able to sweep into real 
mower on a wave of pro-Nazi sen- 
iment. Month by month, since 
hen, the extremists have strength- 
ged their position. Today, they 
bold the balance of power in Jap- 
anese politics, though their battle 
is not yet won. They will not be 
isfied until they have put their 
experiments to a full test and car- 
tied the country to glory or ruin. 


The New Creed. 

And what do the Japanese re- 
formists want? Cut away, the high- 
sounding ideology that makes it 
palatable to Japan’s propaganda- 
doped masses, and the creed of the 
ruling elements in present day 
Japan emerges as something like 
this: 

“We are surrounded by enemies 
on all sides. Our position is ad- 
mittedly perilous. Yet, regardless 
f the mistakes we have made, we 
are in so deep we cannot withdraw. 
To do so now would be to toss 
overboard all the sacrifices we 
have made in men and treasure 
during the past three and one-half 
years and would reduce us to the 
Satus of a second-class power. 
Moreover, a chance like the pres- 
tnt one may never come again. We 
Must go ahead and gamble every- 
hing on finishing the job we have

Speed Essential. 

“Meanwhile, we must strengthen 
ourselves on the home front with 
all possible speed to be able to take 
full advantage of Germany’s suc- 
cess, if it comes, or to meet any 
possible challenge from other sides. 
Here again, Germany has pointed 
the way.’ Her military achieve- 
ments in Europe have given us an 
impressive object lesson in the ad- 
vantages of all-out totalitarianism. 
We must accomplish the same in- 
ternal oneness, but in our own 
way. We must accomplish it 
quickly—quickly— if we are to cir- 
cumvent American economic pres- 
sure and be able to grab each 
golden opportunity for expansion 
as it comes our way. 

“Here, then, are our objectives: 
To strengthen ourselves for any 
emergency by making of Japan a 
fully totalitarian state on a unique- 
ly Japanese pattern; to frustrate 
American economic pressure by at- 
taining a complete self-sufficiency 
in all essential materials; to win 
economic and political hegemony 
over all countries and colonies in 
East Asia and to weld them into 
a co-ordinated and closely-knit bloc 
under Japanese direction—for only 
by so doing can Japan attain the 
self-sufficiency it desires, fulfill its 
destiny as the leader of all Asiatics 
and become an _ unchallengeable 
world Power.” 

These are pretty big ideas for a 
small people. But they are firmly 
rooted in the minds of the mili- 
tarists and their colleagues who are 
running Japan today.

CUSTOMS union of five na- 
A tions, to present a united 
front to threats of foreign 
economic domination, was urged 
and foreseen by partisans of Pan- 
Americanism today as the regional 
conference of the River Plate 
opened sessions here with a 12-point 
agenda. 

These five nations, official parti- 
cipants, are Brazil, Argentina, Uru- 
guay, Paraguay and Bolivia, with 
representatives of the United 
States, Chile and Peru present as 
observers. 

If the topics to be discussed 
should result in an agreement, it is 
felt the effect exerted on the fu- 
ture development of all five coun- 
tries of the Parana-Paraguay river 
system would be so profound as to 
place them in the forefront among 
the world’s major economic units. 

Of the 12 points on the agenda, 
two are particularly important. 

1. Granting of special trade con- 
cessions to Bolivia and Paraguay 
in view of their inland situation. 

2. A customs union. 

The first of these points derives 
from the protocols of the Chaco 
peace treaty of Oct. 10, 1935, fixing 
the boundary line between Bolivia 
and Paraguay. This treaty conclud- 
ed the century-old dispute over the 
Gran Chaco, the interior plain be- 
tween the two countries. One of 
the fundamentals recognized as 
causing the Chaco war was the dis- 
tance of both nations from the sea. 
Such special concessions would not 
apply to other countries despite the 
most favored nation clause,

England was green in June with 
the gardens full of flowers and we 
had a pleasant journey with plenty 
of room. for everyone in the 
coaches, We rolled quickly through 
the hills, through unmarked cities 
and towns and into Paddington 
Station in London. On that jour- 
ney we were still very proper peo- 
ple—we read newspapers and books 
and there was no general conver- 
sation; we were strangers. When'| 
I came back over the same line in 
December going in the opposite di- 
rection, we talked virtually the 
whole way.

We were 
hardly out of London before it be- 
gan to get dark and the sirens 
sounded. With that, every light in 
the train was turned out. Soon we 
heard the Germans overhead and 
the guns began banging. and we 
slowed down to 15 miles an hour. 


Soldiers on Leave. 


One of the women, sitting in a 
corner, was the squadron leader’s 
wife and, from her corner of the 
darkness, she said “What time is 
it?” I had a luminous watch and 
I replied, “It’s half past _ five.” 
“You over in that corner,” said 
the woman, “are you an Ameri- 
can?”

Planes to Russia?

ss of the Attorney General’s committee appoint- 


ed two years ago to study this complex field of gov- 
ernmental action. 

This committee, which included not only younger 
students of administrative regulation but such men 
as Arthur T. Vanderbilt of Newark, former president 
of the American Bar Association, and Chief Justice 
Groner of the District of Columbia Court of Appeals, 
has now completed its report and made its recom- 
mendations. It is clear from its findings and the 
legislation it proposes that passage of the Logan- 
Walter bill was a mistake and that approval by the 
President or repassage over his veto would have 
been a long backward step. 

The Logan-Walter bill sought to establish a uni- 
form procedure for administrative agencies. The re- 
port of the Attorney General’s committee makes it 
plain, in the words of our Washington correspondent, 
“that no simple, practicable statute can be drafted 
to standardize the maze of Federal regulations, rules 
and procedures which have grown up in the executive 
and independent agencies applying general laws del- 
egating power to them.” 

The Logan-Walter bill also proposed that findings 
of fact by administrative agencies, like points of law, 
be made subject to review by the courts, This would 
have opened the way for hamstringing appeals by 
objectors to Federal regulations, no matter how meri- 
torious or necessary. On the matter of court review, 
the Attorney General’s committee wisely says: 

The courts have the final word on statutory 
and constitutional interpretations. They re- 
quire that a fair hearing be given, and they 
check arbitrariness or incompetence by their re- 
quirements that substantial evidence ‘of record 
support the administrative finding of fact. 

The committee does not believe that general 
legislation broadening the scope of this review 
is either wise or feasible. Reviewing courts do 
not and cannot insure “right” decisions. The 
best assurance of fair and correct determinations 
lies in the recommended improvement in the 
earlier phases of administrative procedure and in 
a wise choice of administrative personnel. 

As long ago as 1907, Chief Justice. Hughes, then 
Governor of New York, appealed to the people of his 
State to support administrative findings of fact in 
the regulation of public utilities in order to protect 
the courts from review of questions which they 
were not fitted to decide. This is precisely the posi- 
tion the Attorney General’s committee now takes in 
its conclusion that “indiscriminate transfer to the 
courts of the burden of passing independently on all 
matters adjudicated by administrative agencies would 
break down the judicial machinery and deprive the 
administrative process of all utility.” 

The recommendations of the committee are witness 
to the thought and industry which went into its 
work. It proposes a bill to establish an office of 
Federal administrative procedure, which would be 
charged with keeping track of administrative prac- 
tices. The personnel of this office would include a 
Justice of the District of Columbia. Complaints that 
Federal boards are exceeding their authority under 
the acts creating them would be heard by this board, 
which in turn would make recommendations for cor- 
rection to the agencies and when necessary to Con- 
gress. 

The common complaint that the administrative 
agencies are prosecutor, judge and jury rolled into 
one would be eliminated by the separation of the 
functions through creation of a corps of officers 
called “hearing commissioners.” These hearing 
commissioners would serve much as trial Judges, 
a high standard of qualifications being set for them. 

Differences of opinion in the committee—three 
members presented a “code of standards for fair ad- 
ministrative procedure” and Judge Groner came out 
for judicial review of all questions arising under ad- 
ministrative rulings—show that the problem is not 
to be solved through hasty action. :

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ONE THING THE BRITISH DON’T NEED. 

Another help-Britain movement was launched re- 
cently in New York amid considerable fanfare, under 
the slogan, “American Seeds for British Soil.” The 
idea was that if Americans sent over plenty of veg- 
etable seeds this spring, it would be a big help toward 
averting a food shortage in the coming year. 

A reader of the New Republic now reports, in a 
letter to that journal, that.on the day he read of this 
new campaign, he Treceived his copy of an old British 
seed house's catalogue. One paragraph, addressed 
particularly to the American trade, reported that 
despite the war, the firm’s export business is going 
on much as usual, that stocks are complete except for 
short supplies of a few varieties and that “the British 
Government freely grant us permission to send seeds 
to the United States, and there is no difficulty at 
all in importing them into your country.”

HAT of the arts in the world today? 

What of the artist in a world shaken 

to its foundations and forced into mili- 
tarism by the earthquake of total war? 

Art is the antithesis of war. Art is the 
greatest natural language between the dif- 
ferent tribes and races. It is the symbol of 
the creative and social forces which unite 
men, the rallying point of opposition to all 
those destructive anti-social forces which 
divide them. Art offers the only universal 
currency of thought-exchange and fellow- 
ship of the like-minded. 

How can art go on in wartime, when all it 
signifies seems canceled and contradicted? 
Only by art’s acceptance of war’s challenge. 
Only through the searching of our souls as 
individuals, only by knowing ourselves, de- 
ciding how best we can serve the cause, the 
defense of art and culture, of mental and 
spiritual freedom. 

Artists were born to create and to inter- 
pret creation, not to destroy and glorify de- 
struction. Theirs is a world apart. At least, so 
it has seemed to the majority, because they 
have been concerned with works which exist 
for their own sake, which make their own 
laws. What of this proud, independent, sav- 
agely threatened yet ultimately inviolable 
and imperishable world of art within the 
outer world of chaos and frustration?

Can art go on as usual? For the nation’s, 
for the world’s, welfare it can do no less. 
We need to be constantly reminded that the 
minds and hands of men are creative and 
marvelously different and yet somehow alike 
the world around. 

When I say that art can and must serve 
humanity, I do not refer only to the com- 
paratively few cartoonists and decorators, 
who, like the impassioned writers, will be 
useful in stirring us from lethargy with pic- 
torial commentary and pro da. I do 
not mean that art for art’s sake is “fiddling 
while Rome burns.” Even less do I mean 
that museums and art schools must close— 
that art is a form of escape which relaxes 
= when we need to be tense, grim and reso- 
ute, 

If it is escape to turn from death to life, 
‘from weariness to refreshment of soul, from 
destruction to creation, from despair about 
humanity to appreciation of the various 
subtle refinements in human sensibility, 
qualities of the human mind which survive 
the centuries and mock the conquerors, then 
escape, as long as it is possible, to sane liv- 
ing and thinking is what a threatened civ- 
ilization needs to justify its fight and to 
give it added purpose. Not in spite of but 
because of the fact that we hate Hitler, we 
should see to it that our orchestras continue 
to play Beethoven. : 

But the artists too old to be drafted—how 
can they serve? Should the painters be val- 
ued only for camouflage and enlistment post~ 
ers? No—at least not those who can bene- 
fit their-mation better by their detachment. 
For art as art must go on. 

Like religion, art is a symbol of what the 
fight is about, of what must be saved. Art 
revives the faith of men in their own best 


| possibilities, It points the way out of the 


anarchy of nations to world unification, 
world citizenship, a final learning of the les- 
son that men are brothers and interdepend- 
ent.

avert that fate by prompt and unified re- 
solve and tremendous industrial effort. Busi- 
ness as usual? Emphatically no! 

But art as usual? For as long as we can, 
yes. In the agony of its ordeal, when rela- 
tive values are being appraised with grim 
realism, there arrives from England a mes- 
sage from a soldier who was once an artist. 
To an American friend he wrote in part: 

“The greatest courage to meet this slaugh- 
ter is found for me in the thought that sane 
and peaceful living is going on somewhere. 
Help us with planes, ships, supplies. Help 
us as soon as you can. But go on living nor- 
mally, go on acting, learning, writing, paint- 
ing. Go on looking at pictures. Appreciate 
them calmly and wisely. Preserve and 
proceed with that culture we have been cre- 
ating for centuries. If you can guard the 
real and the good things for us, then I for 
one will not despair. Then I will go on 
fighting with a vision of the future built 
ever higher and higher.” 

We need art as enjoyment. We need it 
as sanctuary. We need active churches, 
open art galleries. We need to warm our 
hearts with the endearing affections and 
we need to stretch our minds with the quest- 
ing adventures of the creative artist. We 
need his sensitivity, his imagination, his 
irony, his wit, his indignation. 

Some artists remain marvelously indiffer- 
ent to the outer world, completely absorbed 
in their creations. But not many are so ob- 
livious. ‘With their special barometric re- 
actions to experience, they often reveal an 
age to itself. 

* * * 

Our start of a self-governing democracy 
of free people and the far more unrealized 
dream of a world-federation of free, citizen 
states—those are two brave lanterns flicker- 
ing in a terrible wind. When we lose faith in 
the ideals which unite, in the spiritual values 
which are not local but universal, then it fol- 
lows that we must surrender to the cruel 
tribal chiefs who despise our good works and 
our dreams and would crush our right to 
think for ourselves. 

In conclusion, what of art in a world at 
war? It cannot escape from truth. Yet it 
should not enlist under any other banner 
than its own. Art is a social communica- 
tion and a national asset, but never more so 
than when it is a miracle of personal expres- 
sion. 

Just as we may be going into a long peri- 
od of service,’ discipline, self-denial and 
post-war depression, we must see to it that 
the Government's assistance to the artists 
is made permanent, and that it is supple- 
mented by an increase of private patronage 
and tolerance, with an ever-renewed cultiva- 
tion of the art of understanding and enjoy- 
ing art. But we must do more than that. 

We must see to it that the artist’s sincer- 
ity is expected from him and that his unique 
difference of often non-conforming personal- 
ity is reverenced and welcomed, not sup- 
pressed. Exactly because individualism as 
an economic phase is due for eclipse and

“Life for Life’s Sake,” by Richard Aldington. (Vik- 
ing Press, New York.) 


HE author of this engaging, if sometimes 

melancholy, volume of literary memoirs 
is a poet, novelist, critic, translator and 
scholar. In the international republic of 
European letters from 1910 on, he lived and 
worked, aside from the interruption of the 
Great War, free, cultivated and respected, 
until the growth of a new society in Europe 
and another war made that life impossible. 
He is now in the United States. 

The engaging parts of the book are those 
that deal with Aldington’s life in Europe. All 
of the century’s literature the author knows, 
and part of it he is. His formal studies, his 
self-training as an artist, his association with 
other writers of all schools and purposes, his 
life in London, Paris, Rome and Florence, 
all this makes pleasant reading. To critics, 
students and dilettantes of contemporary 
letters, it will provide much matter for study 
and gossip. 
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In these pages, such readers will find an 
Imagist’s account of the beginning and 
end of Imagism. They will enjoy lively por 
traits of Ezra Pound, Amy Lowell, H D. 
and the others, drawn by a skillful artist 
who was one of the company. The same 
kind of reader will like the feeling the book

“AGTIVTES HERE 


Brooklyn Prosecutor De- 
clines to Reveal What 
Phases of Gang’s Killings 
Will Be Investigated. 


District Attorney William O’Dwy- 
er of Brooklyn, chief prosecutor of 
the notorious ring of gangsters 
known as “Murder, Inc.,” is in St. 
Louis today to investigate certain 
phases of the gang’s killings. 

He declined to reveal what an- 
gles of the spreading murder in- 
quiry he was investigating here. 
Last spring, however, it , became 


known that one of the killings un- 
der inquiry .was that of Max’ 
Greenberg St. Louis gangster who 
figured in the old Egan-Hogan gang 
warfare in the early twenties. 

Greenberg, who left St. Louis vol- 
untarily about 1922, was shot and 
killed in April, 1933, in the Carteret 
House at Elizabeth, N. J. Killed at 
the same time was Max Hassell of 
Reading, Pa. Both were believed 
to be associates of Irving (Waxey 
Gordon) Wexler in an illegal beer 
syndicate. 

Details on the Greenberg killing 
were thought to have been fur- 
nished to O’Dwyer by Abe _ (Kid 
Twist) Reles, alleged to have been 
“vice-president” of the murder 
syndicate. 

O’Dwyer conferred for half an 
hour this morning with Chief of 
Detectives John J. Carroll and then 
had a meeting with Circuit Attor- 
ney Thomas C. Hennings Jr. He 
is accompanied by Capt. Frank C. 
Bals and Detective John J. Gor- 
man of the New York Metropolitan 
Police Department. 

In an interview, O’Dwyer said 
that the name, “Murder, —Inc.,” 
Was not actually used by the gang, 
but that it was applied by a news- 
paper man “and stuck because it 
Was a good name.” Sixty-one kill- 
ings have been attributed to the 
gang to date, he said. Two of its 
members were convicted of murder 
last May, but were recently grant- 
ed new trials by the New York 
State Court of Appeals.

Missouri Mining Companag, 
Selling Homes to Workers 


Ownership Makes Better Citizens, in Opinion 
Of St. Joseph Lead Co., Which Now Has 
Only 150 of Original 1000 Houses. 


The St. Joseph Lead Co., once 
owner of about 1000 “company 
houses” which it rented to its em- 
ployes in Bonne Terre, Herculaneum 


and other company towns in the 
Southeast Missouri lead belt, has 
sold all but about 150 of the houses 
to employes and most of those re- 
maining probably will be sold this 
year, the Post-Dispatch learned 
today. 

Most of the sales—416—have been 
made since 1938, when the com- 
pany adopted a policy of encour- 
aging employes to buy, on the the- 
ory that a home-owning employe 
is a better worker and a better 
citizen than a renter, Parkhurst 
Sleeth, company attorney, said. 
The company has never discour- 
aged purchases by employes, he 
added, and some 400 houses were 
sold over the 17-year period prior to 
1938. An additional factor in the 
rush of sales since 1938 has been 
the interest in home ownership 
aroused by the Government’s hous- 
ing programs, company officers 
think 


The St. Joseph Co., a $32,000,000 
corporation and the largest lead- 
mining concern in the country, has 
been landlord to hundreds of em- 
ployes virtually since its incor- 
poration in 1864, Sleeth said. He 
added, however, that the houses 
being sold do not date back that 
far, none being more than 25 or 
30 years old, 

They are of frame or stucco, 
ranging from three-room, one-story 
cottages without basements,~ bath- 
rooms or water, to large residences 
with modern conveniences. Selling 
prices range from $500 to $5000, 
representing about 80 per cent of 
actual value, Sleeth said. The 
houses are on lots with frontages 
from 50 to 75 feet; there are no 


dismal rows of shack-like — 
on narrow lots, such as are seen 
in some mining company Sein 
he added. 

The company’s general offices for 
its Missouri properties are in Bon- 
ne Terre, with a mine and mill; its 
smelter is in Herculaneum. Other 
towns which grew up around the 
company’s mines and mille are Flat 
River, Leadwood, Desloge and 
Rivermines. Company houses in all 
of these places are being sold. In 
each deed of sale, the company re- 
tains sub-surface mining rights. 


Financing is arranged through 
banks and building and loan as- 
sociations in the various communi- 
ties. Terms with the building and 
loan groups are about $10 a month 
on each $1000 of purchase price, 
the principal being retired in 11 
years. Bank loans are for periods 
of only five years, with corres- 
pondingly higher monthly charges. 
The company has assisted the 
building and loan associations in fi- 
nancing by buying stock to provide 
capital for loans. 

A St. Louis engineering firm has 
been engaged by the company to 
conduct surveys in several of the 
towns lacking sewers, with a view 
of possible sewer installation with 
the company paying part of the 
cost, Sleeth said. 

The company payroll at peak 
periods, such as the present, runs 
as high as 3000 men, so that at 
times one-third of all employes |; 
lived in company houses, During 
the depression the payroll dropped 
to about 1800, but most of the 
men retained in this period in- 
cluded those’ living in company 
houses, ; 

Minimum wages of $6:a day are 
paid by the firm, operating on the 
basis of a five-day, 40-hour week.

ECOGNIZED nationally as one 
R of the finest in the country, 

the Traffic and Safety Division 
of the Kansas City Police Depart- 
ment is a model studied by similar 
divisions of police departments in 
many other cities. Under the di- 
rection of Lieut. Henry W. John- 
son, an able young officer who came 
up from the ranks to assume full 
responsibility of the traffic educa- 
tion and enforcement program, this 
division ig proud of its part in Kan- 
sas City’s remarkable record for 
reducing automobile fatalities in 


A student of the science of mod- 
ern safety education and enforce- 
ment, Johnson, a six-foot, 200- 
pounder, demonstrated from the 
minute he took over the responsi- 
bility of the Traffic and Safety 
Division in August, 1939, that he 
meant business on street safety. 
An excellent salesman because of 
his enthusiasm for his work, he 
sold safety to his staff of 140 so 
completely that his boys last year 
put in 18,126 volunteer over-time 
hours without pay and without 
corresponding time off. 

Under Johnson, the Traffic and 
Safety Division has been subdi- 
vided into four separate depart- 
ments—the school safety unit, the 
motorcycle patrol, the downtown 
traffic unit and the accident inves- 
tigation unit of “White Car” squad. 

Largest of these four depart- 
ments is the school unit of 57 offi- 
cers whose sole duty is the guard- 
ing of the lives of Kansas City 
school children. 

‘I can look at some accident 
where a man has been mashed 
three feet broad and two inches 


‘thick in some sickening automo- 


bile crash and still keep my tem- 
per,” Johnson told me, “but let me 
see some child lying in the rn 
injured by some careless motoris 

and all Hell lets loose. Kansas 
City is now going into its sixth 
year without a fatality among its 
children of school age. Children 
of pre-school age have figured in 


accidents, but our officers have 


managed to do a remarkable job in 
gaving the lives of children of 
school age.” 

Every accident in Kansas City, 
whether fatal or not, is investigat- 
ed by the Accident Investigation 
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KANSAS CITY 


meter and light meter. 

officers manning the car are each 
expert photographers and trained 
in first aid and accident investiga- 
tion. 

At the scene of the accident, after 
first aid is given to the injured, 
the officers proceed with their in- 
vestigation. Skid marks are meas- 
ured to determine the speed before 
the crash, Physical aspects of the 
scene are noted, such as trees or 
buildings which might have ob- 
structed the motorist’s vision. 
Brakes are checked with the de- 
celerometer and lights with the 
light meter. Photographs of the 
accident and of the victims are 
taken and these photographs, to- 
gether with the accident investiga- 
tion officers’ report repose in the 
files of the Traffic and Safety Di- 
vision until the case comes up in 
court, 

Similar use of these men trained 
in photography is made in other 
traffic violations. If you double- 
park, an officer photographs your 
car showing the license number 
and there’s no argument wiien you 
come before the judge. If you park 
in a loading zone or too near a 
fire-plug a photograph makes it 
unnecessary for you to put up any 
argument in court.

N Friday and Saturday nights, 

the 16 men of the Accident In- 

vestigation unit join the “Blot- 
to Squad,” a unit of from 50 to 75 
men recruited from all branches 
of the Traffic and Safety Division 
who ride herd on drunken drivers 
and patrol the vicinities of Kansas 
City’s night clubs to prevent im- 
bibing folks from driving their 
automobiles. | 

“When our boys notice a motor- 
ist entering his car obviously the 
worse for alcohol, they approach 
him and offer to drive his car 
home for him,” Johnson explained. 
“If he insists on driving his own 
car, they follow him and if his 
driving isn’t up to snuff, they ar- 
rest him. By this careful watch 
we keep on Friday and Saturday 
nights, when drinking is heaviest 
in Kansas City, we feel that we 
have prevented many accidents. 
Our policy is to get the drunken 
driver before he hag an accident 
or kills someone and not wait un-

til he has done the damage before 
we arrest him.” 

Johnson himself often rides with 
the “Blotto Squad” and he also 
puts in a good bit of work on Kan- 
sas City’s 690 speed checks, which 
he calls “690 silent policemen.” 
These speed checks are simply 


_ white stripes placed 110 feet apart. 


With the aid of a stop watch, which 
clocks the number of seconds it 
takes a motorist to traverse this 
distance, patrolmen arrive at the 
speed of the automobile as it 
passed through the checks. 

“Naturally we can’t have a man 
stationed at each check,” Johnson 
explains, “but the motorist can 
never tell when some member of 
the department might be stationed 
near clocking that check and so 
the 690 speed checks operate as 
sort of silent policemen.” 

These speed checks are not scat- 
tered promiscuously over Kansas 
City’s 722 miles of paved streets, 
but are located at the approach to 
or within intersections selected 
after careful study of accident rec- 
ordg and Johnson regards these 
checks as much more accurate than 
any check a motorcycle patrolman 
could get by “pacing” a speeding 
car. 
“In the first place,” he points 
out, “the minute a motorist spies 
a motorcycle policeman by looking 
into the rear-vision mirror, he 
slows down. By the time the mo- 
torcycle patrolman pulls up even 
with his car, the speed is mate- 
rially reduced, an accurate check 
is impossible and the motorist de- 
nies speeding. With the automatic 
check and stop watch method, 
there is no argument. The checker 
signals a police car standing nearby 
and the police car overtakes the 
motorist. This eliminates the chas- 
ing of speeders by motorcycle po- 
licemen and:a reduction in the in- 
jury records of the department.” 

At one time during the winter 
of 1938, before this new method of 
speed checking was installed, seven 
of Kansas City’s force of 40 mo- 
torcycle patrolmen were in the 
hospital with serious injuries at 
an estimated cpst to the city of 
some $14,000. Besides this, there is 
the saving that cannot be estimated 
in dollars and cents because it in- 
volves the saving of human lives 
through a generally reduced driv- 
ing speed. These 690 speed checks 
act as 690 reminders of Kansas 
City’s daytime speed limit of 25 
miles per hour, except on through 
streets on which there is a limit 
of 35 miles per hour. 

Last year, the Traffic and Safe- 
ty Division alone issued some 13,000 
arrest orders and more than 33,000 
traffic tickets. 

“And yet the people-are for our 
program, because it is an intelli- 
gent one,” Lieut. Johnson pointed

out,. “They know that our program 
is not persecution but one of en- 
forcement only in the interest of 
safety.” 

With few exceptions, all members 
of the Traffic and Safety Divis- 
ion’s staff of 140, are men trained 
in public speaking and many of 
the 18,126 overtime hours they put 
in during 1941 were devoted to 
making safety lectures before civic 
clubs, parent teachers organiza- 
tions, assemblies of factory em- 
ployes and other meetings of all de- 
scriptions. It is no unusual sight 
to see a uniformed member of the 
division in the pulpit of a church 
on Sunday morning delivering a 
short sermon on safety.

HE safety campaign under 

Lieut. Johnson is unending and 

takes many forms. He estimates 
that over the course of a year, each 
adult in Kansas City receives at 
least one copy of the department’s 
monthly magazine on safety. At 7:30 
each Monday night, two of his of- 
ficers conduct a traffic school for 
traffic violators. Every Boy Scout. 
patrol in Kansas City was last 
year given a course in traffic safe- 
ty by some member of the division. 

“We've tried to make each mo- 
torist feel that he had a personal 
part to play in Kansas City’s win- 
ning the National Safety Award 
for 1939 and that he did his bit in 
reducing our 1940 fatalities even 
below those of 1939,” Johnson ex- 
plains. “And believe it or not, the 
people here don’t feel that our 
boys are flat-footed so-and-sos just 
waiting for a chance to throw them 
in the jug or hand them a traffic 
ticket. We operate on the theory 
that we're doing what the public 
wants us to do.” 

Typical of the devotion that the 
men of the division give to their 
jobs is the story that came to 
Lieut. Johnson some months ago. 
A man called his office and said 
that the night before he had been 
followed by a motorcycle patrolman 
who eventually drew up beside his 
car and complimented him upon 
his driving. During the next few 
days Lieut. Johnson had similar 
reports by phone and by letter. He 
had issued no orders or made any 
suggestions alohg this line, but he 
discovered that the boys among 
themselves had decided that if 
traffic violators are punished, good 
drivers should be rewarded and the 
only way they had of rewarding the 
good drivers was with a kind word 
and a pat on the back.

you.” Johnson laughed. “But that’s 
typical of how we try to operate.” 

Another instance of the “personal 
approach” is the way the division 
handles youngsters who fail to 
have lights on their bicycles or 
who are picked up for soliciting 
rides. The youngster is warned 
after his name is taken, and then 
Johnson writes a personal letter 
to the kid’s mother. 

“We've got a strong enforce 
ment campaign,” Johnson admits, 
“but it won’t be worth a thing if 
we ever lose public support. We've 
got to keep the public on our side 
or we 1 .e the battle.” 

In addition to 24-hour enforce- 
ment duty and countless hours 
spent in various activities designed 
to educate the public in the way 
o” safety, the Traffic and Safety 
division last year issued 7000 brake 
stickers, 30,000 light stickers and 
many thousands of speedometer 
stickers. This service was free to 
th motorist and not compulsory. 
These three inspection services 
were made in part by the me- of 
the safety force, but Johnson had 
the co-operation of hundreds of 
Kansas City garages where offi- 
cial stations were set up for the 
testing of lights, brakes and speed- 
ometers free of charge to any mo- 
torist who wished to avail him- 
seif of these services. 

Because Johnson and his -men 
have shown that they a: willing 
to work hard and long—sometimes 
24 hours a day when tho “Blotto 
Squad” is playing nursemaid to 
celebrators on Friday and Satur- 
day nights—the Traffic and Safety 
Division is called the “pet” of the 
Police Department. Chief of Po- 
lice L. B. Reed has watched Kan- 
sas City’s motor fatality rate go 
down and he gives full credit to 
Johnson. 

“You know,” Chief Reed says, 
“that motorists have two systems 
of driving—one when they think 
t :ey’re being watched, 
when they’re not. We need still 
more men in the Traffic Division 
and we néed more equipment. 
With a larger Traffic and Safety 
Division we'll make Kansas City’s 
streets still safer.” 

The division has just been pre- 
sented with three new motorcycles 
and a motion picture projector.
